SECTION 1.0 - GENERAL INFORMATION:

Subsection 1.4, Bidder’s Minimum Mandatory Requirements

Q1. In the “Minimum Mandatory Qualifications” ... there’s 5 requirements, 3 of
which are related to experience. While our experience for #1 and #2 is far
far more than what’s required, and we have a wide array of experiences for
types of communities and events, we do not have SUD specific experience.
It very clearly says that this is a minimum mandatory qualification, but it’s
always good to ask ... Is #3 an absolute minimum requirement?

A1l. Yes. Pursuant to Subsection 1.4, Bidder’'s Minimum Mandatory Requirements,
Subsection 1.4.3, Bidder must have a minimum of two (2) years’ experience in the last
four (4) years in one of the following: 1) planning or organizing events addressing SUD;
2) working with agencies that serve people with SUD to properly and sensitively
celebrate recovery successes; or 3) providing SUD treatment services under a current
executed Public Health Substance Abuse Prevention and Control (SAPC) contract.

The Al-Impics is an Olympic-styled event focused on wellness and recovery through
friendly competitive sports. As outlined in Appendix B-1, Statement of Work, this event
is primarily a competitive sports event, banner parade, and awareness event, for people
in recovery from substance use disorder.
